That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treas-  • 
urer,  made  up  to  December  31st,  1857,  which  are 
herewith  submitted,  and  have  found  them  correctly 
cast,  and  accurately  vouched.  They  have  also  found 
that  the  evidences  of  the  property  of  the  Corporation 
are  correct;  and  that  the  balance  sheet  corresponds 
with  the  entries  of  the  ledger.

This  amount  is  about  $6,000  less  than  the  deficiency  in  1856. 
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This  excess  of  expenses  over  receipts,  now  continued 
for  a  series  of  years,  demands,  and  must  receive  the 
earnest  attention  of  the  Trustees.  The  constant  dimi¬ 
nution  of  the  property  of  the  Institution,  not  strictly 
in  trust  for  special  uses,  will  inevitably  lead, — unless 
a  proper  and  efficient  remedy  shall  be  applied, — to 
such  a  restriction  of  its  charities  as  cannot  be  con¬ 
templated  without  the  deepest  regret  by  any  one  cog¬ 
nizant  of  the  noble  uses  to  which  its  funds  have  been 
made  subservient. 

The  Eeport  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
which  is  herewith  submitted,  shows  that  during  the 
year  1857,  there  were  admitted  920  patients — -543 
males,  and  377  females — ^being  56  less  than  in  the 
year  1856;  510  have  been  discharged,  well;  59  much 
relieved;  136  relieved;  130  have  died.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  the  number  of  patients  discharged  cured 
is  larger  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  opening 
of  the  Hospital.  The  average  weekly  expense  of  each 
patient,  excluding  repairs,  was  ^5.90 ;  including  re¬ 
pairs,  ^6.45. 

But  the  beneficent  uses  of  the  Hospital  are  not 
confined  within  its  walls.  The  Eeport  of  the  Admit¬ 
ting  Physician,  who  is  also  Physician  to  out-patients, 
affords  gratifying  evidence  that  the  advantages  of  the 
Institution  are  shared  by  many  whose  condition  does 
not  require  a  temporary  residence  in  the  building. 
The  number  of  out-patients,  both  surgical  and  medical, 
has  largely  increased.  The  accompanying  table  shows 
the  cases  under  treatment  since  1847.

The  Report  of  the  Acting  Superintendent  of  the 
Asylum  indicates  results  substantially  the  same  with 
those  of  previous  years.  There  have  been  admitted  to 
the  Asylum  141  patients,  being  8  less  than  in  the  year 
1856;  71  have  been  discharged,  well;  11  much  im¬ 
proved;  32  not  improved;  28  have  died. 

This  report  comes  from  the  hand  of  Dr.  Bell,  whose 
connection  with  the  Asylum  *  for  many  years  is  so 
widely  known,  and  who,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees, 
a  few  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  year,  kindly  con¬ 
sented  to  resume  the  responsible  position  of  Superin¬ 
tendent,  during  the  illness  of  Dr.  Booth.  Since  the 
document  was  written,  Dr.  Booth  has  died.  The  Trus¬ 
tees  have  marked  then*  sense  of  his  devoted  and  useful 
labors,  by  the  passage  of  appropriate  resolutions,  which 
have  been  communicated  to  his  family.  It  will  not 
however  he  deemed  inappropriate  to  this  place  to  still 
further  recognise  his  merits  as  an  officer,  and  to  deplore 
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the  loss  which  the  Institution  has  sustained  in  his 
early  and  lamented  decease. 

Nature  had  endowed  him  with  a  temperament  singu 
larly  well  fitted  to  meet  the  harassing  duties  of  daily 
superintendence  of  the  insane.  His  tastes,  training  and 
education,  developed  a  character  consistent  in  all  its 
parts ;  quiet,  firm,  and  self-reliant.  Kind  hearted,  gen¬ 
tle  in  manner,  and  sympathetic,  he  secured  the  afiection 
no  less  than  the  respect  of  his  patients  and  subordi¬ 
nates.  The  years  spent  in  our  own  and  in  other  kin¬ 
dred  institutions  had  suitably  prepared  him  for  the 
great  trust  which  nearly  two  years  since  was  confided 
to  his  hands.  With  a  patience  and  equanimity  which 
no  perverseness  could  disturb,  with  a  cool,  dispassionate 
judgment  which  no  combination  of  difficulties  seemed 
to  shake,  he  kept  on  the  even  tenor  of  his  way,  with  no 
uncertainty  as  to  the  line  of  his  duty,  and  with  entire 
courage  in  its  execution. 

His  thorough  knowledge  of  the  capacities  and  wants 
of  the  Asylum  were  well  known  to  the  Trustees — and 
his  communications  to  that  body,  now  on  file,  indicate 
improvements  which  will  necessarily  be  carried  out  at 
no  distant  period. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  built  at  the  Asylum 
a  new  and  substantial  brick  stable,  including  a  me¬ 
chanics’  shop,  at  a  cost  of  a  little  more  than  six  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  and  in  place  of  the  building  burned  in  the 
autumn  of  1856.  A  close  board  fence,  enclosing  a 
portion  of  the  estate  upon  the  lines  of  the  Lowell  and  * 
Fitchburg  Railroads,  has  also  been  erected.  The  Trus- 
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tees  will  be  gratified  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the 
Steward  that  its  finances  are  recovering  from  the  de¬ 
ficiency  of' the  previous  year.  It  began  the  year  1857 
with  a  deficit  in  cash  of  more  than  ^4,000.  This  sum 
has  been  refunded  from  its  earnings,  and  ^10,000  have 
been  expended  in  the  erection  of  permanent  improve¬ 
ments.  Deducting  the  amount  of  the  salaries  of  the 
ofiicers,  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  the  income  will  exceed 
the  expenditure  about  ^5,000.  During  the  present 
year,  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  any  large  outlay 
for  repairs  will  be  considered  expedient.  A  continu¬ 
ance  of  positive  earnings  of  the  institution  will  possibly 
» 

authorize  such  general  alterations  in  the  ventilation  of 
the  buildings,  and  such  other  changes  as  may  seem  to 
be  required. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  food,  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  large  expenses  for  this  object  at  the  Allen 
Street  Hospital  and  at  the  Asylum,  the  minimum  rate 
of  board  at  both  institutions  was  raised  last  spring  to 
^4.50  per  week.  No  inconvenience  has  as  yet  resulted 
from  this  augmented  charge — and,  so  far  as  known,  the 
community  appear  satisfied  that  the  new  rate  was  not 
only  expedient  but  necessary. 

Early  last  spring  the  Board  received  notice  from 
Charles  W.  Storey,  Esq.,  Executor,  that  the  Hospital 
has  received  a  bequest  by  the  will  of  the  late  Matthew 
P.  Sawyer,  Esq.,  of  ^7,000,  and  that  it  was  also  the 
residuary  legatee  of  the  estate.  The  amount  of  this 
munificent  donation  cannot  now  be  known ;  but  it  will 
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probably  rank  with  the  largest  endowments  which  the 
generosity  of  its  friends  have  yet  bestowed. 

There  has  been  paid  to  the  Corporation  in  the  past 
year  the  bequest  of  William  Pickman,  Esq.,  of  ^4,000, 
to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  and  to  the 
McLean  Asylum,  one  half  each. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  to  bear  witness  to  the 
general  good  condition  of  both  Institutions  at  the 
present  time.  They  willingly  testify  to  the  faithful, 
assiduous  and  patient  performance  of  theh*  arduous 
duties  by  the  otficers  and  attendants.  In  the  details  of 
administration,  improvement  has  been  made  and  is  still 
in  progress.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the 
responsible  managers  of  these  institutions  should  so 
conduct  them  as  to  render  each,  so  far  as  is  practicable, 
a  model  of  its  kind,  and  to  spare  no  effort  to  continue 
to  merit  that  confidence  and  favor  of  the  commmiity 
which  have  so  long  been  enjoyed.

As  the  temporaiy  head  of  this  Institution,  called  by 
you  to  this  charge  in  consequence  of  the  lamented 
failure  of  the  health  of  its  Physician  and  Superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Booth,  the  duty  falls  upon  me  of  making 
the  Annual  Report  of  its  condition  and  results,  re¬ 
quired  by  its  Rules  and  Regulations. 

My  resumption  of  this  superintendence  has  been  so 
recent,  that  I  must  of  course  depend  upon  the  informa¬ 
tion  derived  from  the  intelligent  and  zealous  Assistant 
Physicians,  for  many  of  the  elements  upon  which  the 
recapitulation  of  results  is  based. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  just  closed,  the  Asylum 
had  on  its  Register  the  names  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  patients — ninety-four  males  and  one  hundred 
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and  two  females.  There  have  been  received  during  its 
course,  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  patients — seventy-five 
males  and  sixty-six  females. 

The  aids  of  the  Asylum  have  consequently  been 
extended  to  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  persons — 
one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  whom  were  males,  and 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  females. 

During  the  year,  eighty  males  and  seventy-nine  fe¬ 
males  have  been  discharged — a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  persons;  leaving  at  the  close,  (Dec.  31, 
1857,)  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  in  the  house — 
being  eighty-nine  of  each  sex. 

Of  those  discharged,  seventy-one — thirty-six  males 
and  thirty-five  females,  have  been  regarded  as  recovered, 
using  this  term  as  well  as  the  others  denoting  condi¬ 
tion,  in  the  same  signification  as  in  time  past ;  eleven — 
five  males  and  six  females,  were  much  improved ;  seven¬ 
teen — seven  males  and  ten  females,  were  improved ; 
thirty-two — twenty  males  and  twelve  females  were  not 
improved ;  and  twenty-eight — twelve  males  and  sixteen 
females  have  died. 

These  results  are  essentially  like  those  of  previous 
years,  as  might  naturally  have  been  expected  from  the 
facts  that  the  extent  of  available  accommodations  in 
the  Asylum,  the  character  of  the  inmates,  and  the 
general  system  of  care  and  treatment  having  remained 
the  same.  The  circumstance  of  a  large  proportionate 
admission  of  recent  cases,  incident  to  its  position  and 
the  professional  and  public  confidence  with  which  it 
has  been  long  honored,  will  explain  the  high  ratio  of 
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recoveries  registered  year  after  year,  while  its  private 
character,  permitting  the  admission  and  removal  of 
patients,  as  those  interested  may  decide,  will  always 
involve  the  necessity  of  reporting  an  unusual  propor¬ 
tion,  as  much  improved,  and  improved,  and  not  improved. 
Under  the  absence  of  all  methods  of  controlling  the 
stay  of  its  inmates,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  many 
will  be  prematurely  removed,  before  all  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  for  them  which  a  curative  hospital  might 
reasonably  expect  to  do.  Even  the  entire  relief  from 
the  pecuniary  burden  of  the  sufferers’  support,  as  the 
application  of  the  now  duplicated  Appleton  Fund  has 
shown,  will  not  always  secure  to  him  a  full  trial. 

From  this  annual  summing  up,  it  is  gratifying  to 
perceive  that  no  falling  off  has  occurred  in  the  call 
for  the  aids  of  the  Asylum.  It  is  a  satisfactory  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  standing  of  this, — the  oldest  of  the 
Northern  Institutions  for  the  Insane, — in  the  public 
estimation,  that  notwithstanding  the  multiplication  of 
excellent  hospitals,  and  their  ability  to  support  their 
inmates  at  a  lower  rate  than  is  here  attempted,  it 
should  continue,  year  after  year,  to  have  its  full  extent 
of  accommodations  crowded. 

It  will  not  be  expected  of  me,  occupying  for  a  brief 
space  the  place  of  another,  to  make  any  extended 
suggestions  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Institution,  or 
its  improvement,  as  required  in  the  language  of  the 
Fegulation.  But  I  should  do  injustice  to  my  own 
feelings  v/ere  I  not  to  place  upon  this,  my  last  record 
of  a  long  and  happy  connection  with  this  Asylum,  my 
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full  testimony  to  the  fidelity,  zeal,  and  success  with 
which  its  interests  have  been  maintained  by  my  friend 
and  successor,  now  languishing  on  the  bed  of  sickness. 
I  am  able  also  to  verify  his  deep  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  his  efforts  have  been  seconded  by  its 
entire  corps  of  officers  and  assistants,  since  he  had 
the  privilege  himself  of  expressing  his  own  acknowl¬ 
edgments.
